William  Guy  Meal,  Chief  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Branch,'  passed 
away  on  Sunday,  July  16,  at  Ludlowville,  New  York,  where  he  had  "been  spend- 
ing the  summer  with  his  family.      He  had  b  een  in  ill  health  for  more  than 
a  year. 

Mr.  Meal  was  appointed  Chief  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Branch  in 
1938,  having  previously  served  as  Assistant  Chief  of  the  General  Crops 
Section  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration.     His  Federal  service 
v/as  interrupted  in  1951  for  two  years  when  he  served  as  Extension  Economist 
in  Marketing  with  the  -^ew  ^ersey  Agricultural  Extension  Service. 

Mr.  Meal  v/as  born  in  1900  at  Lockport,  New  York.    He  received  his 
B.S.  and  Ph.  D.  degrees  at  Cornell  University.    After  his  graduation  he 
served  as  Junior  Extension  Agent  and  later  County  Agricultural  Agent  in 
New  York.    From  1925  to  1929  he  v/as  instructor  in  fruit  and  vegetable 
marketing  in  the  Department  of  Agricultural  Economics  and  Farm  Management, 
at  Cornell  University. 

He  sacrificed  himself  to  his  work,  in  which  he  v/as  keenly  interested 
and  deeply  devoted  and,  because  of  his  cheerful  friendliness  and  fairness, 
endeared  himself  to  all. 


He  is  survived  "by  his  widow,  Mrs.  Myrtle  Meal  and  one  son,  William 


Meal .

Whenever  it  is  necessary  to  arrange  for  State  inspectors  to  assist  in  in- 
specting fresh  and  processed  fruits  and  vegetables  and  services  are  to  he 
hilled  by  the  State,  the  State  should  prepare  its  invoice  in  triplicate  and  mail 
it  to  the  office  requesting  the  service.    Upon  receipt  of  such  invoice,  the 
Officer  in  Charge  should  check  same  and,  if  correct,  initial  all  copies  and  forwar-. 
same  to  this  office  for  handling.     This  service  should  not  he  hilled  through  the 
Regional  Offices,  since  no  funds  will  he  provided  to  defray  such  cost* 

^t  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Officer  in  Charge  requesting  the  service  to 
report  same  on  Forms  FPI-19  and  AI'IA-39  in  instances  where  the  work  is  done  for 
another  Federal  Agency  and  service  billed  direct  to  the  Federal  Agency.

Prom  all  appearances  there  Will  he  a  shortage  of  sufficient  new  containers 
to  handle  all  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  during  the  next  few  months.    This  will 
"be  especially  true  of  bushel  baskets  in  the  peach  shipping  areas.    This  will  make 
it  necessary  to  use  as  many  second  hand  containers  as  possible  and  in  some  cases 
it  may  be  necessary  for  growers  and  shippers  to  use  other  than  the  standard  con- 
tainer normally  used.    Under  separate  cover,  each  market  news  office  has  been 
sent  a  fact  sheet  on  need  for  use  of  second-hand  containers  and  also  a  sheet 
containing  a  number  of  short  paragraphs  prepared  by  the  Marketing  Reports 
Division  calling  attention  to  the  need  for  conservation  and  use  of  used  contain- 
ers.   When  space  permits  on  your  daily  reports  it  would  be  very  helpful  if  you 
would  select  and  print  one  of  these  paragraphs.    Also,  attention  can  b  e  called 
to  this  matter  from  time  to  time  in  radio  broadcasts  especially  those  directed 
at  growers  and  shippers.      In  consumers  broadcasts  listeners  might  be  urged 
to  return  used  baskets  and  hampers  to  their  retailer,  who  will  in  turn  put  them 
in  the  hands  of  used  container  dealers.

A  s emi-monthly  market  outlet  report  is' "being  prepared,  in  Washington  on 
approximately  the  15th  and  30th  of  each  month  covering  potatoes  and  fresh 
vegetables.    These  reports  project  market  situations  which  may  need  marketing 
assistance,  including  recommendations  as  to  supplemental  price  levels. 

The  Washington  report  is  largely  "based  on  information  received  f rom the 
field  on  about  the  12th  and  28th  of  each  month  reporting  the  crop  and  market 
situation  on  these  products.    A  memorandum  has  "been  proposed  on  such  reports  and 
suggestions  from  the  field  would  "be  helpful. 

Field  reports  should  probably  at  least  cover  (l)  dates  of  beginning,  peak, 
and  end  of  crop  movement  from  principal  'areas;  (2)  trade  and  other  estimates  of 
total  carlot  or  t ruck  movement;  (3)  expected  quality  of  the  crop;   (4)  trade 
opinion  as  to  price  and  market  outlook;   (5)  trade  or  other  estimates  of  surplus, 
if  any;  and  (6)  any  other  information  representatives  consider  pertinent  to  the 
situation* 

IIOTSTRYJ^ETINC- 

A  joint  meeting  of  vfFA  and  OPA  has  been  scheduled  with  the  Fresh  FrUit  and 
Vegetable  Distributors  Industry  Advisory  Committee  for  July  27  and  28.    Some  of 
the  topics  which  have  "been  proposed  for  discussion  are  the  container  situation, 
ICC  brders,  price  regulations,  and  labor  problems. 

F00D_0EDESS  -  WF0-69_ 

Amendment  3,  issued  July  14,  1944,  effective  July  15,  1944,  authorizes 
each  member  of  the  County  AAA.  Committee  to  issue  special  authorizations  for  the 
release  of  fruit  for  use  in  the  production  of  alcoholic  products.  Heretofore 
only  the  Chairman  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Secretary,  of  the  County  AAA  Committee 
in  the  county  in  which  the  fruit  was  available,  was  authorized  to  release  fruit 
under  the  order.    The  amendment  also  emphasizes  the  restriction  on  vinegar  stock 
by  specific  mention  of  that  commodity0    Vinegar  stock  is  defined  as  fermenting 
or  fermented  apple  juice  or  apple  cider  and  its  use  in  the  production  of  an 
alcoholic  product  is  prohibited  likewise  unless  released  "by  authorized  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Office  of  Distribution.  "    WFO  69-2,  effective  July  15,  is  a 
general  authorization  permitting  the  use  of  the  following  fruits.. in  the  production 
of  alcoholic  products:   (l)  dates,  -pineapples  and  gooseberries;  (2)  apricots 
"below  the  tJo  S.lTo,  2  grade;  (3)  plums  below  the  "J.  S.  No.  2  grade;  (4)  pears  be- 
low the  IX.  S.  No.  2  grade;  (5)  Freestone  peaches  below  the  U,  S.  Ho.  2  grade; 
(6)  Clingstone  peaches  below  the  U.  S.  No.  2  grade,  except  Clingstone  peaches 
grown  in  California;  (7)  all  Clingstone  peaches  grown  in  California;   (8)  early 
apples,  grown  in  all  States  except  California,  below  the  U.  S.  Utility  grade  up 
to  and  including  August  31,  1944;  (9)  Concord  grapes,  by  each  winery,  in  a.  quantity 
not  in  excess  of  80  percent  of  the  quantity  used  by  such  v/inery  for  wine  purposes 
in  the  1942  season. 

The  amendment  applies  only  to  fruit  which  las  been  culled  from  lots  sorted 
for  the  fresh  market  or  for  processing  and  fails  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
respective  IT.  S.  Utility  or  No.  2  grades  as  defined  in  the  Uc  S.  Standards.

WFO-108,  restricting  the  shipment  of  Bartlett  pears  from  certain  producing  areas 
in  California  during  the  1944  season  to  100  percent  of  the  quantity  that  v/as 
shipped  during  the  1942  season,  was  issued  July  15,  1944,  effective  July  19,-  1944, 
The  -Producing  areas  affected  are  the  districts  of  central  Sacramento  Valley, 
Sacramento  River,  Solano,  Contra  Costa,  Santa.  Clara,  North  Coast  and  Worth  Bay, 

Any  Bartlett  pears  for  which  a  suitable  market  in  the  canning  outlet  does 
not  develop  or  any  Bartlett  pears  which  canners  may  not  need  to  meet  their  set- 
aside  quotas,  may  "be  released  to  the  fresh  market.    Because  releases  to  permit 
eastern  shipment  must  "be  granted  in  ample  time  for  harvesting  for  such  shipment, 
a  date  will  be  set  and  announced  in  California  for  each  district  and  any  Bartlett 
pears  for  which  a  suitable  market  in  the  canning  outlet  has  not  developed  by 
that  date  may  be  released  for  shipment  for  fresh  consumption,,    Authority  to  per- 
form certain  duties  in  regard  to  the  local  administration  of  this  order  has  b een 
delegated  to  Donald  ^.  Wilcox,  Merritt  Baker,  and  Ward  B,  Studt  as  Deputy  Order 
.administrator  So 

PRESS  RELEASSS_ 

The  press  release  which  v/as  recently  issued  on  Amendment  39  to  Maximum 
Price  Regulation  426,  establishing  ceiling  prices  for  fresh  peaches,  was  not  clear 
and  caused  considerable  confusion.     It  is  suggested,  if  in  the  future  any  release 
is  issued  which  is  not  entirely  clear,   the  field  personnel  contact  the  Washington 
office  immediately  and  clear  up  these  point sa 


Procedure  for  handling  press  releases  in  the  field  v/as  recently  worked  out 
with  the  Marketing  Reports  Division  and  it  is  suggested  field  representatives
